ARTIFICIAL us, NATURAL 
INDIGO. 
——— 


Much has been said during the hist two or 
three years about the manufacture of artificial 
indigo and its effect on Ue natural produce. 
Tthas been well koawe that the perfeclon te 
which the niacuficture af the chemical article 
has been carried in Germany has led to it 
serious contravtion of the trade in natural 
indigo in several of the great markets of the 
world, and thar still serious developments are 
threatened. From a recent report af the sale 
of indigo inthe Fiench market, it appears that 
there was a very percep: ib’e contruction in the 
trade last year, ‘There was a decline both in 
the quantity and the prices ofthe produce’ 
According to the London commercial corres- 
pondent of the Times indigo is imported into 
Havre from two counities only, India (chiefly 
Bengal) and Guatemala, .The imports of the 
Bengal indigo last year only amounted to 
1,604 cases agninst 2,314 cases.in. 1901 and 
3y298_cases in 1900 This continued falling off 
in the imports is ascribed by Consul-General 
Wyndham to the competition of artificial in- 
digo, manufactured in Germany. It is said to 
seriously threaten the very existence of the 

* trade in natural Indian indigo in the Havre 
matket. As things-go, what has happened in 
the Havre market will be repeated before long 
in the others; for it is impossible that the 
natural article should be able to make a stand 
against the artificial product with so many 

. advantages in its favour. The cheapening of 
the process of production and other faveurable 

. Qonditions may fora time enable the former to 
compete with the. latter, but in the long run 
attificial indigo is bound to win. The doom

Mr. Bruce Shepherd pointed out that Sir tlenry 
Berkeley had refused to grant two adjudications 
with ‘most disastrous results’as far as the 
Official Receiver was concerned, one debtor 
was in Canton and he had sent the other up 
to bring his psrtner to Hangkong, and im:

down the Canton authorities arrested him and 
MW took about three weeks before the man 
could be released.
